The. practice of distributing

The criticism by Arnold met 
with the approval of W. O. Payne, 
faculty chairman of the athletic 
association, who told The Consti- 
tution by telephone from Athens 
last night: 

“The matter of passes is a prob- 
lem with all colleges, and we are 
trying to work out a= system 
whereby the number of passes 
may be cut down. We agree, en- 
tirely with the euditor that too 
many passes are distributed.” 

In this connection, however, 
Payne pointed out that many of 
‘the passes are given to persons 


who help at the games, such as |

Swede Volunteers Leave, 
First of 50,000 Expected 
for Service; 4,500,000 
Red Soldiers at Fronts.

MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—(AP) 
Soviet Russia called more men 
to arms tonight, poured large 
reinforcements into the Fin- 
nish fighting.and revived her 
active interest in the neutral 
Balkans. 

Presumably the men newly 
mobilized were intended for the 
Finnish campaign. There was 
no estimate of their numbers, 
but they served to bolster at least 
4,500,000 men already on duty on 
various frontiers.

The governments, local or otherwise, that 
can show such a record in this era of deficits 
and financial emergencies are few and far be- 
tween. Mayor Hartsfield deserves highest com- 
mendation for good management of city affairs 
and for his choice of associates to co-operate 
in the job. 

At the same time, however, there should be 
no forgetting, in the natural gratification over 
such solvency, of quite a number of things 
which need attention. There are not a few 
conditions existing today which reflect no credit 
on the city and which could be corrected by 
judicious expenditure of money. 

There is, for instance, a sad need of re- 
paving or repairing on many of Atlanta's streets. 
It is the worst possible advertisement of the 
city when visitors, or tourists passing through, 
are compelled to dodge, if they can, a series of 
holes which, if met by auto wheel are too apt 
to burst a tire, crumple a rim or break an axle. 
Likewise there is a sum, impossible to conjec- 
ture but undoubtedly large, which is drained 
out of the pockets of the automobile owners of 
the city because of the unnecessarily rapid de- 
terioration of cars when they are jolted and 
wracked and jounced over these same pitfalls 
of the streets. 

Chief of Police Hornsby knows, better than 
any other, of the need for more men on the city 
police force and for the better training of that 
force. Under the Hornsby regime the Atlanta 
police department has shown marvelous im- 
provement. It is, today, a matter of pride to 
the city instead of the reason for perpetual ex- 
planation and excuse it used to be. Neverthe- 
less, if the city is to be properly protected, if 
the police are to efficiently perform the mul- 
titudiuous and complex duties modern city life 
demands, there must be more men, and con- 
Stantly better trained men, on the farce. 

These things, and others, cost money. The 
first duty of the Hartsfield administration was 
to lift the city out of debt, make Atlanta sol- 
vent and preserve the high credit rating of the 
municipality. This came first, regardless of the 
drastic economies needed and of the pressing 
demands for money which must be refused or 
postponed. That first and most essential goal 
has been reached. There is, today, a satisfac- 
tory, even if not stupendous, surplus in the 
treasury. 

It should, under these circumstances, be 
possible in the not too distant future to provide 
Atlanta with streets to add to local pride and 
to spread the good name of the city wherever 
automobiles roll. Likewise plans should be 
pushed to give the city everything necessary 
both in quality and quantity of police service. 

With the budget balanced and a surplus on 
hand, it is entirely proper to begin at once a 
program of development looking to these, and 
other desirable, achievements.

What Is a Liberal? 

Wendell L. Willkie, utility executive, writes 
in the current issue of the Saturday Evening 
Post an article which delves into the root 
causes of some of the governmental and other 
troubles that have perplexed this nation for 
many, Many years. 

The key to the Willkie article may be found 
in the question he asks, and answers, “What is 
liberalism?” After pointing out that the correct 
definition may vary widely according to local- 
ity, time and the individual, he gives, as hig 
answer, a belief that true liberals are united in 
the common cause to make men free. 

That there are worthy “liberal” causes other 
than this he concedes, listing, among others, the 
desire and effort to make men secure, or rich, 
or powerful. All of these, however, are subordi- 


Nate to the one great objective, to make all men 


free. 

There is, perhaps, a powerful suggestion in 
the opening paragraphs of Mr. Willkie’s article 
in which, after referring to the many days he, 
with other businessmen, have had to spend 
in Washington, in “smoke-filled, strained and 
wordy afternoons” he has found relaxation and 
peace in a walk from the Washington monu- 
ment, past the Lincoln memorial to the home 
of Robert E. Lee. These three, he says, are per- 
haps the three greatest men this country has 
produced. Then he quotes: 

“With malice toward none, with charity for 
all,” from Lincoln. 

“I have fought against the people of the 
north because I believe they were seeking to 
wrest from the south dearest rights, but I have 
never cherished toward them bitter or vindic- 
tive feelings, and have never seen the day 
when I did not pray for them.” Lee. 

And, finally, the words of Washington: 

“Without more charity for the opinions and 
acts of one another in governmental matters, 
I believe it will be difficult, if not impracticable, 
to manage the reins of government, or to keep 
the parts of it together.” 

Then Mr. Willkie points his: moral,’ thus: 

“It 1s, to my mind, a tragic reflection on our 
times that I have heard no one of our political 
leaders express any sentiment like these in 
recent years. And the importance of it lies in 
this fact: That without this magnanimity, this 
tolerance for mankind; there can be no such 
thing as a liberal faith. The leaders of govern- 
ment today have flaunted their theory of lib- 
eralism more widely than any government in 
our history, but they have said nothing about 
tolerance; they have, in fact, drained the vials 
of invective against all who have opposed them. 
They have founded their liberalism upon hate, 
and a liberalism which has its roots in hatred 
bears the fruit of tyranny.” 

Mr. Willkie reveals a remarkable talent for 
interpretation and his article is recommended, 
most highly and in all sincerity, as reading 
matter for thinkers and all capable of provoca- 
tive thought. 


A Soft and Easy Life 


There may be some Atlantans, otherwise 
well-balanced individuals, who are prone to 
grumble at the place in life where fate has 
placed them. There may, even, be ungrateful 
fellows who grouse when it is necessary to toss 
another shovelful of coal upon the furnace fire, 
or haul another scuttle of ashes out of the base- 
ment. 

There may be others who denounce some of 
the weather supplied the city. They, mayhap, 
describe specific days as “miserable,” “wretch- 
ed” even ‘“unbearable.’’ Occasional need for 
raincoat, great coat or rubbers—say twice or 
thrice in a winter—may bring frowns and slip- 
pery, skiddy streets—for overly worn tires—may 
inspire profanity.

Rain, sleet and five inches of snow over the 
Texas Panhandle. 

Zero at Amarillo, Texas. 

Near half a foot of snow at Louisville, Ky. 

Sub-zero temperatures in Wyoming and 
Montana. 

Traffic halted in Ohio by heavy snow. 

And so forth. 

Consider those reports, you Atlanta grousers, 
and go forth and give sincere and devout 
thanks that your weather is of the Atlanta 
variety. 

Meteorologically speaking, life in Atlanta is 
truly soft and easy. 


| Editorial of the Day 


MR. GARNER A CANDIDATE 
(From The New York Times.) 

Mr. Garner's announcement that he is a candi- 
date for President is a characteristic performance, 
both for the informality with which he came to 
the point.. He chose to make his statement to a 
small group of local newspaper men gathered on 
the side porch of his Uvalde home shortly before 
setting out on another of -his famous hunting trips 
into the Texas brushland. It took him only 44 
words to tell his story. He will accept the nomi- 
nation if it is offered to him. He will make no 
effort to control delegates. He will enter the pri- 
maries and ask all Democrats to participate in 
them. This is the Mr. Garner who has wasted 
ao language during a long career in public office. 

He is not the first member of his party to 
announce his candidacy. But he is the first 
Democrat with any chance of receiving the nomi- 
nation who has not made his candidacy dependent 
on Mr. Roosevelt's wishes and purposes in the 
matter of the third term. That highly contested 
question is not even mentioned in his statement. 
He invites the inference, first, that he takes it 
‘or granted that the President will abide by long- 
standing tradition in this matter: and. second. that 
even if he is wrong in this assumption, he will be 
a candidate none the less. In these circumstances 
his announcement may well have the effect of 
bringing forth other candidacies—conservative, 
New Deal and middle-of-the-road—and clarifying 
the currents at work within the party.

third term movement shapes up, 
the medley of personalities involved grows stranger and stranger. 
Animaters and master-minds are certain leading New Dealers, like 
Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes and White House advisors 
Thomas G. Corcoran and Benjamin V. Cohen. Their politics are to 
the left, their practical experience small and their partisan affilia- 
tions extremely vague. f 
But riding on their bandwagon. are such crudely practical Dem- 
ocratic bosses and politicos as Mayor Frank Hague, of Jersey City; 
Ed Kelly, the fragrant satrap, of Chicago, and spavined old Senator 
Joseph F. Guffey, of Pennsylvania. Just climbing aboard, in several 
normally Republican states, are the boys in the court-house gangs. 
These little fellows in the Democratic organization want the name of 
Roosevelt to save their local tickets and keep them on the payroll. 
Cheering the New Dealers up near the driver’s seat are the coat- 
tail riders, politicians like the ever-loquacious Senator Claude Pep- 
per, of Florida, who owe their places and perquisites to the New 
Deal’s strength. Finally, there is a curious assortment of frightened 
fat cats, left-wing Idealists, Laborites and the like, who have per- 
sonal reasons for desiring the President’s reelection. Ambassador 
Joseph P. Kennedy is honestly convinced that foreign probiems need 
the President’s guiding hand. The grand old man of Liberalism, Sen- 
ator George Norris, of Nebraska, believes that Liberalism needs the 
President. Alex Rose, secretary of New York’s American Labor par- 
ty, thinks that labor needs the President to save it from the Republi- 


cans. And so it goes. 
COURT-HOUSE GANGS __ The: movement went into a new 
stage a few days ago, when rallying 
cries for a Liberal united front were almost simultaneously uttered 
by Secretary Ickes and Attorney Frank Murphy at their press con- 
ferences and by Mayor Fiorello La Guardia, of New York, as he left 
an interview with the President. This was, of course, one of. the 
rather shrewdly. conceived devices by which the New Dealer third 
term strategists are keeping their movement in the public eye. The 
buildup, which was briefly interrupted by the President’s *“no-parti- 
sanship” stand in the neutrality fight, is on again in earnest. 

Meanwhile, the third term managers are deriving their most 
substantial encouragement from the symptoms of support among the 
boys in the court-house gangs already mentioned. 

Kansas is one case in point. The Kansan in the cabinet, Secretary 
of War Harry Woodring, an acute politician, is entirely faithful to 
the President, but has been opposed on principle to the third term. 
He is also very close to Postmaster General James A. Farley, who 
certainly has no part in the third term movement. Not long ago, he 
made a tour of his state, visiting every important district. He is 
reliably reported to have come back greatly impressed by the third 
term sentiment among the local Democrats. In discussing the matter 
with him, so it is said, they made no bones about their conviction 
that, if the Kansas state government was to be saved for the de- 
serving Democracy in 1940, the President would have to head the 
national ticket. . 

In Iowa, there are reports that the same process is at work. One 
of the senators, Guy M. Gillette, was a purge victim, and will not 
stand for the third term. The other, Clyde L. Herring, 1s a practical 
politician whose love for the New Dealers is excessively inconspl- 
cuous. Yet Herring has publicly indorsed the third term movement. 
No one doubts that his reason was the existence of the same sort of 
sentiment in the Iowa organization as. Woodring found in Kansas. 
Again. in Pennsylvania, Joe Guffey’s wings have been clipped by his 
enemies, who are personally close to the anti-third term Jemocrats. 
But. as Pennsylvania is also normally Republican, Guffey’s enemies 


are likely to be as strong for the third term as Guffey.

term managers is the ad- 


herence of the big city bosses. Lately the White House has been 
playing in very kindly with Christy Sullivan, titular leader of Tam- 
many Hall. Sullivan is a poor, powerless creature, but the third 
termers hope that the favors distributed. through him will bring 
them some Tammany delegates. As for Mayor Hague and Ed Kelly, 
the presence of Justice Department investigators in their bailiwicks, 
and the fate of overlords of Kansas City, may possibly have had 
something to do with their bandwagon-)umping. 
Thus the movement takes shape, including genial reactionaries 
like Hague and flaming left-wingers like those on the west coast, 
whence the most active draft-Roosevelt delegations are expected to 
come. By now it is evident that, while the forces of Vice President 
John N. Garner will prevent a unanimous draft, the President can 
have the nomination if he wants it. The main question remaining 1s 


whether he does want it.

ASK FOR CRAYFISH BISQUE ~ MARTINSVILLE, La., Dec. 


.—If you go to St. Martinsville 
now, the crayfish are just beginning to come in season and at two 
of the Creole restaurants. you may get crayfish bisque. That is the 
first thing to do in St. Martinsville. 

After that you may walk to the Evangeline oak by the side of 
the Bayou Teche and then to St. Martin’s church and to the grave 
behind it. The oak is one of the live oaks which are to be found in 
that section. It is an evergreen oak, but by no means the largest one 
in that section. Nevertheless, it is the only one which has received 
the attention of a tree surgeon. Thousands of persons come there 
to photograph it each year. Maidens sigh over it. Lovers hold hands 
and stare at it. 

At the tomb there is the rather handsome bronze statue to the 
Arcadian girl whom Longfellow made famous. It is well done, the 
features being French. On her feet are a pair of wooden shoes. She 
stares out toward the bayou. 

The old church stands beside the tomb. Before it is a statue of 
the soldier who was touched with compassion for his fellowman and 
who once cut half his rich cloak in twain with his sword to give it 
to a poor, cold and wretched man. That was St. Martin. He left the 
army to become a priest and the town takes its name from him. 5 

St. Martinsville is a “Cajun” town. Its restaurants are Cajun. 
French may be heard upon its streets. In the restaurants there is the 
family table. The daughters and sons wait on the table. It is a small, 
quiet town. Evangeline and Longfellow and St. Martin made it 


famous. 


LONGFELLOW’S PRETTY STORY !t is a pretty story Long- 
fellow tells. Do you re- 
call your “Ev Angeline?” 

The Acadians like it even if the true story, or at least the tradi- 
tion of the true story, does differ from that which Longfellow put 
down in poetry. ; ; 

The story is that, say the Acadians, of Emmeline Labiche, an 
orphan child, who was reared by neighbors of her family. She was 
in love with Louis Arceneaux when the exile came. At the time of 
the exile they were separated. Louis was wounded. He was taken 
aboard one ship, she another. 

She remained faithful through the more than a year which fol- 
lowed. At last she met him on the Bayou Teche at St. Martinsville. 
He had wed another. 

The story goes that Emmeline lost her reason and, like Ophelia 
in the play “Hamlet,” wandered about the banks of the Bayou, 
weaving garlands of the pale, purple hyacinths for her hair. She 
died, at last, of a broken heart. . 

Longfellow gave it an ending a bit happier. He did not have 
Louis wed. The story is of interest today because there is going on 
in Europe a great shift of peoples because of their race or religion. 

The story of the Acadians is a story of exile as cruel as any 
which the modern world sees in Europe today. They were exiled 
for the same reason, religion and race. 


ACADIA CEDED TO ENGLAND It was in 1710 that the set- 


tlement, in what is now 
known as Nova Scotia, was ceded by France to England. It was 
then known as Acadia and the French settlers had succeeded in es- 
tablishing a thriving colony of hard-working persons. 

These people, French and Catholic, attempted after England 
was master, to leave for other French colonies. They were prevented. 
Fires of intolerance burned at fever heat and within a relatively 
short time orders came for the Acadians to be exiled. 

The English claim the local governor ordered it. This was de- 
nied. When most of the Acadians were gone, only a few thousand re- 
maining in prison camps, the English treated the exile as a ‘fait 
accompli’ and let it go. The records, very conveniently, were lost. 

What is true is that one of the most cruel and inhuman chapters 
in the history of man’s inhumanity to man was recorded in the 
treatment of the Acadians. 

They were treated with extremes of cruelty. There was torture. 
There were physical indignities. Families were separated. They 
were thrust on ships without regard to family. Blankets infected 
with smallpox deliberately were distributed and a few thousand died 
of this infection. 

The Acadians wandered over the United States of that period, 
driven out, tortured, mistreated, forced to hide in caves and forests. 
Hundreds died from exposure and starvation. Longfellow said, in 


one of his chapters: 


“When on the falling tide the freighted vessels departed, 

Bearing a nation, with all its household gods, into exile, 

Exile without an end, and without an example in story. 

Far asunder on separate coasts, the Acadians landed; 

Scattered were they, like flakes of snow, when the wind from 
the northeast 

Strikes aslant through the fogs that darken the banks of New- 
foundland. 

Friendless, homeless, hopeless, they wandered from city tea 
city 

From the ca lakes of the north to sultry southern savannas,— 

From the bleak shores of the sea to the lands where the 
Father of Waters 

Seizes the hills in his hands, and drags them down to the ocean, 

Deep in their sands to bury the scattered bones of the 
mammoth. 

Friends they sought and homes; and many, despairing, heart- 
broken, 

Asked of the earth but a grave, and no longer a friend nor 
a fireside. 

Written their history stands on tablets of stone in the church- 
yards.” 


That was true. It is one of the tragic stories of the history of the 

new world. It belongs to the South. Louisiana, at last, welcomed 
them. They have done well by Louisiana. It is to be regretted that 
about all the world knows of these Acadians is that Longfellow 
wrote a beautiful poem about Evangeline. 
GEORGIA HAD SOME __— Georgia received about 400 Acadians. 
The records show they met very few 
Good Samaritans in Georgia. I am sorry. I was sorry looking at the 
history with the great-grandson of one of the Acadians, to find that 
Georgia had been but little more merciful ‘than other states. 

Georgia did, however, permit a few to find refuge in the in- 
terior. They were miserably treated, however, and some were forced 
to change their names. This is thought, as practiced by Mussolini 
on the Tyrol Germans, to be very inhuman. It was a fate the Aca- 
dians met with more than once. A descendant of an Acadian family, 
one, T. Vocelle, became a member of Georgia’s legislature and has 
written an article or so on their part in the making of Georgia. I 
was sorry not to know this until I found it in St. Martinsville. 

It is a story worth a place in our histories which it does not 
have today. It is a story reflecting great credit and honor on a 
people who would not be stamped out. And today, after generations 
have come and gone, that persecution has knit them into lasting 
unity. They still speak French and retain many of the old customs, 
But are, with it all, among the more loyal Americans. Don’t be con- 
tent merely with Mr. Longfellow’s story of the Acadians.

The fabled “pioneer spirit” was more than courage and self- 
reliance.
